Fifth. To hear the reports of the Commissioners, Treas- 
urer, and Auditor, and pass any vote relating thereto, and to 
transact any other business that may legally come before said 
meeting.

FIRST ANNUAL REPORT OF THE COMMIS- 
SIONERS, HANOVER, FEB. 17, 1902. 


In compliance with the requirements of Sect. 11, of the 
Act of Incorporation of the Village Precinct of Hanover, its 
Commissioners herewith present their first annual report. 

According to the provisions of that act they were author- 
ized to take charge of the highways, the fire department, the 
lighting and sprinkling of streets, the supply of water for 
domestic and fire purposes, the planting and care of shade 
trees and the employment of watchmen and police officers 
within the limits of the Precinct. 

Itemized statements showing the various sources of ex- 
penses attending the maintenance of these departments follow 
in the body of this report. The treasurer’s report is given as 
isalso that of the engineer, alsoa detailed report showing the 
amountsexpended on permanentimprovements. Theamounts 
expended for these purposes are included in the preceding ap- 
propriate accounts and are not in addition thereto. 

' Your Commissioners understood at the beginning of the 
year that they were expected to expend the special highway 
tax ($1,500) and a portion of the general highway money in 
permanent street improvements. After a conference with 
many of the prominent taxpayers and others interested, hav- 
ing considered the local conditions and the success which had 
attended the use of coal-tar concrete in like places in New 
Hampshire and Vermont, it was decided that the public would 
be best served by putting down this kind of pavement on So. 
Main street. The estimated cost of this pavement if extended 
from Wheelock street to Lebanon street, the proposed limits 
for its use, was $6030. The contract for the now completed 
portion was given to Mr.S. D. Tilton, of Woodsville, N. H., 
under a five years’ guarantee for maintenance, fifteen per cent.

of the contract price being retained to ensure fulfilment of this 
part of the contract. The amount of work for the year was 
so outlined that the necessary expense attending its comple- 
tion, exclusive of guarantee retained, should be about $2,500. 
The abutters, in general, heartily co-operated with the Com- 
missioners in improving this poition of Main street, and put 
down at their own expense new curbing and new concrete 
sidewalks, the Precinct paying for the grading therefor. 

During the year the Commissioners have had to under- 
take various works and to provide for various expenses which 
were not anticipated or provided for in the appropriations. 
By virtue of the Precinct Act the support of the police depart- 
ment fell to the Precinct. Early in the year the college with- 
drew from the compact which had previously existed between 
it and the town by which it, the college, paid half of the ex- 
pense of this department. This threw the whole expense, 
about $450, upon the Precinct. Having consulted with sev- 
eral of the prominent business men, the Commissioners decided 
to employ a watchman and policeman for the remainder of 
the year. 

The rebuilding of the retaining wall on Pleasant street 
together with the accompanying embankment, was an un- 
anticipated source of expense. This work was begun with 
considerable hesitation on the part of the Commissioners and 
after a good deal of consultation. Considering the circum- 
stances they decided that the expense was justifiable. Left 
untouched its overturn seemed imminent at the time of any of 
our spring freshets, if not before. In that particular locality 
such a result was likely to be attended by considerable ad- 
ditional expenses in rebuilding the wall (The wall is said to 
have been built twice before this.). It was therefore decided to 
undertake the work and when doing it to make it as substan- 
tial as possible. 

The general maintenance of the highways has cost more 
than was allotted to that purpose, but no morethan they have 
costfor the last few years. 


Acting under the solicitation and with the advice of the 
chief engineer of the fire department we decided to purchase 
four hundred feet of new hose. All of those present at the 
Commercial house fire will recognize the wisdom of taking 
this step. 

In order to provide an easily accessible and sufficiently 
non-conspicuous place of deposit for the waste materials of 
the village, a dumping ground was rented of Mr. E. P. Storrs 
near the Lebanon road. To this a road and enclosing fence 
was built. 

At the earnest solicitation of the citizens near the south 
end of Park street about 500 ft. of drain pipe was laid on that 
street for the purpose of draining off the surface water which 
frequently stands there for long periods in the early spring. 

In the early part of the year, to accommodate the large 
number of pedestrians who travel to the bridge and railroad 
station, a short section, some 350 ft., of gravel sidewalk was 
built on West Wheelock street and later a short piece of paved 
gutter; both of these improvements should be extended 
somewhat at an early date. 

At the various conference meetings of prominent citizens 
held to formulate the Precinct Act prior to its passage by the 
legislature and later adoption by the Precinct, it seemed to 
be the view of many that certain abuses should be corrected 
and difficulties of government avoided. In order to ac- 
complish this purpose and to make effective the essential ar- 
ticles of the Act, the Commissioners enacted, during the early 
part of the year, a set of by-laws which have been printed and 
distributed. 

For the coming year we would advise the extension of 
the concrete pavement on So. Main St. to the limit, Lebanon 
St., which was first suggested. This is necessary in order to 
complete the work already begun, for the general improve- 
ment of the village and to increase the efficiency of the pave- 
ment already laid. The estimated cost of the whole, as. pre- 
viously stated, was about $6030, nearly half remains to be 
done. 


During the coming season it will be necessary to replank 
quite a portion of the bridge, and to keep it in a respectable 
condition the roof of the northern half of the New Hampshire 
section should be recovered. This bridge and the approaches 
thereto are obliged to sustain a very heavy traffic, more than 
any other roads, except So. Main St., in the Precinct. Itis a 
well recognized fact among road engineers that the cost of 
- the maintenance of roads depends more upon the trafic which 
comes upon them than upon their width or Jength. They also 
regard good drainage as an essential factor in the improve- 
ment of road surfaces. No money is more wisely expended | 
than that which secures that end. 

Considerable time and money were expended in the ef- 
fort to restrict the ravages of the canker worms upon our 
trees. It will probably be necessary to continue that work 
the coming season and to begin it earlier.
